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AI is presently the hottest buzz 
word and AI ART is the latest trend! 
We know that AI stands for Artificial 
Intelligence but why are we hearing 
about it being applied to so many 
things like novel and script writing, 
audio and music, commercial 
creations, photography and now AI 
art? We have for the past few 
decades, seen computers and 
technology greatly influence the 
media, including graphic design, 
photography and digital art but now 
Art by Artificial Intelligence seems 
to be at the forefront and mind of 
much of the art community. Many 
tech savvy artists are heartily 
embracing it, some artists are totally 
rejecting it and others are just plain 
confused by it. So there are many 
questions about AI art. Some even 
fear that traditional art may soon be 
replaced by computer generated art! 
So let’s dive in and see if we can 
clear up the confusion and answer 
some of those questions. 


Why is is called AI Art?? 

AI art is a misnomer! It implies art 
is being created by an Artificial 
intelligent machine and some may 
even envision a Robot with a brush 
in hand creating the next Mona 
Lisa! Actually, AI creations, whether 
visual, audio or otherwise are 
simply the final results of 
computations through what is called 
machine learning. This is not to 
imply that a computer can think but 
that it has the ability to quickly 
produce a conclusion based upon 
continual inputs. AI art is simply a 
generated image based upon a large 
amount of stored images. 


What is an AI generator? 

An AI generator is simply a large 
database of illustrations, photos and 
paintings and when a user types in a 
prompt such as “make me a painting 
of a rhinoceros wearing cowboy 
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boots carrying a wizard under a 
rainbow, all in the style of Salvador 
Dali” it will search its database and 
quickly compile an image based 
upon what you request and what it 
can randomly generate from its 
library. It can do this in mere 
seconds or minutes because we now 
have the technology to store huge 
amounts of information on today's 
hard drives and servers. 


So is AI Art real art? 

The question of whether AI- 
generated art is "real art" is a matter 
of debate and depends on how one 
defines art and more importantly 
how is that art made. AI can be used 
to create images, music, and even 
literature, and the results can be 
impressive and aesthetically 
pleasing. However, some argue that 
AI lacks the creativity and 
intentionality of human artists and 
that Al-generated art is simply a 
product of algorithms and data. Is it 
true spontanious art creation or 
simply photo and image 
manipulation with filters applied to 
give it a painting-like look? 


Art often evokes emotion and 
some say that art is defined by its 
impact on the viewer or listener, and 
that AI-generated art can certainly 
elicit emotional responses and 
provoke thought, just like any other 
form of art. They also argue that the 
role of the artist is not necessarily to 
create something entirely new, but 
rather to reinterpret and remix 
existing ideas and concepts, which 
AI can certainly do. So some may 
consider Al-generated art to be a 


legitimate form of art, while others 
may not. 


What is the difference and 
similarities to AI Art and 
traditional art? 


Artists can either paint or draw 
what is in their heads or paint what 
they see. In a sense, when an artist 
paints what’s in his head, he is like a 
computer relying on data stored in 
his brain. Because of that, it takes 
years of seeing things and storing 
up that information in the brain to 
sucessfully produce a good likeness. 
Our brains see pictures in poor 
details. Those images are fuzzy at 
first. It’s like a child that draws 
people as stick figures and over 
times develops a better represent- 
ation of a person. However most 
artists draw what they see with their 
eyes not their brain. They draw 
from real life or photos or copies of 
other paintings and even images on 
a computer screen. A human can 
apply a style or interpretation to that 
image to suggest a reprecentation, 
rather than a replica. Thus we have 
impressionism, abstract, cubism, 
posterization and other stylistic 
forms. A computer does not draw or 
paint what it sees. It gathers random 
images based upon users’ textual 
descriptions and mimics a style 
through filters to render a series of 
generated images. Now some of 
those images can have fantastic 
results but they also can have great 
flaws! 


Testing AI 

I tested AI Art and found that though 
it is fun and interesting, presently it is 
greatly flawed. I thought I would do a 
test and use AI art to create a resource 
image for me for an acrylic painting. 
I used a popular site called 
playgroundai.com. 

AI creates art based upon prompts 
and filters. I wanted to paint a man 
in a kayak so I prompted it to make 
an image of a man in a kayak going 
down river. I got one image out of 
many that looked decent. However, 
it looked too generic so I added to 


the prompt “near land” and applied 
a “realistic” filter. This came out 
better but to me it looked like a 
photo composite. So then I applied a 
“painting” filter. I have to say I 
loved the results of this stylized 
image and decided to print this out 
and use it as a basis for painting. So 
for me, using AI to create a specific 
resource image was a useful purpose 
for generated art. 
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images, it has a huge problem with 
symmetry. It could never get the 
right oar to look like the left oar. In 
this and other tests I did of people it 
could never get the left eye to look 
like the right eye and often human 
limbs did not match on both sides! 
AI art is in its infancy and perhaps 
in the future it will greatly improve , 
but for me and right now I see it as a 
tool and not art. Just as Photoshop is

Regardless of what you think of AI

JAPANESE WOODCUT PRINT ARTIST 


ost people in the 

West and perhaps 

Europe probably 

have not heard of the 
name Hasui Kawasi. Even many 
artists are not familiar with him 
and his work, yet in Japan his 
name is greatly revered. Shortly 
before his death in 1957, the em- 
bodiment of work was recog- 
nized by the government and en- 
dowed him as a Living National 
Treasure for his contribution to 
Japanese culture. 

Kawase was an artist, but not 
in what the West would call tra- 
ditional art. Though he sketched 
and made watercolors of com- 
mon Japanese landscapes, what 
made his work so unique was 
having them turned into incredi- 
ble wood prints. Wood prints 
were a common traditional print- 
ing method of using hand carved 


wood blocks. When inked sepa- 
rately, overlayed and pressed on 
paper, they would produce a 
unique poster style print. Unlike 
today's modern method of print- 
ing where all colors are mixed 
by using only four metal printing 
plates of cyan, magenta, yellow 
and black ink (CMYK), Kawase 
had to trace his sketches and wa- 
tercolor into dozens of separate 
color sheets and each had to be 
painstakingly carved out of wood 
to accept each color and used as 
a woodblock print. It was an long 
arduous procedure but produced 
fantastic and unique art. 

Kawase wanted to be an artist 
since he was a boy but had to 
take over his parents rope fac- 
tory, but at the age of 26, the 
business went bankrupt and he 
decided to pursue art again. He 
tried to work under the famous 
illustrator Kiyokata Kaburaki, 
but was encouraged by him to 
study Western painting first. For 
two years he was apprenticed by 
Tokyo painter Okada Saburo- 
suke, an amazing oil painter who 
was known mostly for realistic 
portraits. After 2 years, Hasui 
Kawase went back and was able 
to study under Kaburaki to per- ; 
fect his art. He was eventually A = 
commissioned by Watanabe Į: 

Shozaburò to do a series of 
prints. Watanabe was a Japanese 
print publisher of the woodblock 
printmaking movement known as 
shin -hanga (new prints). His 
woodblock prints were very pop- 
ular in America and Europe. 

While most of the artist em- 

continued 
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ployed by Watanabe were making 
prints of famous sites and shrines 
of Tokyo for its commercial 
value, Kawase was depicting nat- 
ural landscapes and common set- 
tings. In 1922 he began a 12 print 
series called “Collection of 
scenes in Japan”. Unfortunately 
those woodblocks were destroyed 
a year later in the 1923 Great 
Kanto earthquake which de- 
stroyed Watanabe's shop. The 
earthquake and fire of 1923 de- 
stroyed Hasui’s home and sketch- 
books of his travels which were 
filled with ideas for future prints. 
Watanabe provided Hasui with 
funds to enable him to travel for 
one hundred days and prepare 
new sketches for prints. 

Kawase lived in Tokyo in the 
late nineteenth and early 20t 
century and the city was quickly 
becoming heavily industrialized 
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so Kawase often journeyed to 
suburban and rural areas and 
sketched beautiful natural land- 
scapes along with Japanese 
buildings, bridges and architec- 
ture. He grew prolific in his 
trade and for 35 years traveled 
around Japan creating marvelous 
watercolors and prints. 

Hasui Kawasee develped an 
unique style that became quite 
popular. He took a flat printing 
style and added shading and gra- 
dations that gave his prints an al- 
most photographic quality. He 
would combine Western con- 
cepts like light and perspective 
to his work and would often add 
a broad difference between a 
faded atmospheric background 
and an indelibly detailed fore- 
ground which made him then, 
and even today, one of the most 
sought out wood print artists

from Japan! His prints sold at 
Christie's New York in 2011 for 
$92,5000 for a collection of 26 
works. Today the average price 
for one of his prints is between 


$300 to $500. This is amazing for

woodblock print works. 

But more than the monetary 
value of Kawase's work is the in- 
trinsic value of its beauty, history 
and incomparable style. We can 
easily see why he was one of the 
most important Japanese land- 
scape artists of the 20t century!

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Art Techniques- Watercolor and White 


I remember when a took wa- 
tercolor classes years ago. I 
always loved the effect of wa- 
tercolor but found it so diffi- 
cult to master the medium. 
That's because I had previ- 
ously painted in oil and 
acrylic and found that water 
color is a totally different ani- 
mal. With oil and acrylics, 
you achieve the value of a 
color (light and darkness) by 
adding in black or white paint. 
In water colors you don't achieve a 
lighter color value by adding 
white, you achieve it by adding 
water! You don't add white to red 
to get pink you dilute the red paint 
with more water. Acrylic is 
opaque and dries quickly so you 
can paint white crests on waves 
and highlights on objects and 
blend it in. Oil has some trans- 
parency but you still can paint 
white on top of colors when it 
dries and it blends well with col- 
ors when its wet. Not so with wa- 
tercolors. 


White Watercolor Paint 


Though they do make a white wa- 
tercolor to lighten color, it often 
makes the color milky or gray. 
This is great for trying to achieve 
an atmospheric effect or blend in 
clouds It can be used to create 
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more of a pastel color but nearly 
impossible to get a pure white. 


White Paper 


There are only a few ways to add 
or achieve white areas in a 
watercolor painting. Most people 
are familiar with this way of 
simply not painting on the 
watercolor painting and let the 
white of the paper show through.

Frisket or Masking Fluid 


The other issue is that 
water is very fluid and 
therefore often bleeds 
color into white areas and 
if you need sharp lines of 
white, it is very difficult to 
achieve. Most watercolor painters 
solve this problem by using frisket 
or masking fluid. Masking fluid is 
a removable latex and ammonia 
solution that when painted over 
paper and dried, can then be 
painted over and when the paint is 
dry you simply rub the frisket off 
revealing pure white paper with 
hard edges. This a a great option

snow and other highlights. 
Titanium oxide white pigment 
acrylic is best used for its opaque 
qualities. However, white acrylic 
can only be a final layer as you 
can not add water over it. It also 
has a glossy or shiny finish which 
you may not want. 


White Gouache 


Gouache is a creamy and water 
based paint that is opaque. It is thick 
with a slight texture but can be 
thinned down and has a matte 

finish. It is great for layering 
highlights on multiple layers. 


There are other options like 
bleedproof white paint, white gel 
pens, Posca pens and even white 
ink. So experiment with a few and 
find out what works best for you 
and for the project at hand! JE
